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GAS STATIONS REVIVE 'BIG SELIJ

A growing number of service stations are staying open longer 


these days, switching back to pre-embargo schedules at the 
requester oil companies urging them to sell more' gasoline. An 
Associated Press spot check showed only a few cases of intense 
pressure being applied to dealers to stay open in the evening and 
on weekends. Most dealers said the oil companies simply asked 
them to keep selling longer. 


Spokesmen for several companies said they were only asking 


that dealers live up to signed contracts. The Senate passed and 
sent to the House on Friday a bill limiting the right of petroleum 
distributors to cancel franchise agreements with dealers. Dis- 
tributors would be allowed to cancel a contract only if the dealer 


failed to comply substantially with his contract or if the distributor 
quit the petroleum business altogether. 


The AP spot check showed the situation varied from station to 


station, and there was no clear pattern of pressure by any par- 
ticular company. The AP questioned a Gulf dealer, a Texaco 
dealer and a Sunoco dealer in Rhode Island, but only the Sunoco 
dealer, who did not want his name used, reported any pressure. 
"All they (the oil eompanies)want to do is sell more gasoline," he 
added. 


The Gulf dealer, Pat Augiello of Providence, and the Texaco 


dealer, Roger Langlais of West Warwick, had a different response. 
"There is no pressure to sell more," Augiello said. Langlais 


agreed, and added: "They haven't been pushing the gasoline." 


There have been recent warnings of a possible gasoline shortage 


this summer because of declining stockpiles and production. The 
Federal Energy Administration has said it was checking supply 
reports and, if necessary, would use its authority to increase 
production of gasoline since supplies of crude oil to manufacture 
the fuel are adequate. Major stations contacted in Chicago 
reported no pressure. They said their sales were off because of the 
price difference between the major brands and the independents. 


"We sit around and play poker. The price is too high," said one 


station operator. A check of eight service station operators in 
Columbus, Ohio, showed all were being urged to sell more 


gasoline, but only one — an Exxon dealer — said he was being 
actively pressured to do more business. 


Asked for an example, the dealer, who declined to be identified, 


said, "Pressure, that's all there is. H comes in different ways." 
Phil Hudson, president of the California Petroleum Retailers, said 
he had complaints from 11 Bakersfield, Calif., ARCO dealers who 
said the company threatened not to renew their leases if they don't 
sell 100 per cent of the gas they arc allocated. 


Robert Byrne, operator of a Texaco station in the Boston suburb 


of Dedham, said there was a difference between the oil companies' 
current actions and steps they took in the past. "They'd like us to 
be open many more hours," he said. "But it's not like the pressure 
of the old days. It's just conversation."

Occult Practitioner's 
Body Is Dead--But 
Where Is His Soul?

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) - Friends of 


Robert Antosczcyk, who died recently while 
meditating in a unique occult exccrcise, say 
they believe his soul may have decided to 
leave his body behind for a better life. 


Washtenaw County authorities are inves- 


tigating the cause of his death, officially 
listed as "undetermined." 


The 29-year-old yoga instructor was prac- 


ticing astroprojection earlier this month, and 
asked friends not to disturb him. When he 
failed to appear after five days, his room- 
mate investigated and found his body. 


But not, friends say, his soul. 
His body was declared dead on arrival at 


Ann Arbor's University Hospital. 


Astroprojection, or "astrocontact," is an 


occult meditation where one projects the 
"soul" or mind to a different time and place, 
then returns it later to the body. 


Antosczcyk, who friends say was in ex- 


cellent health, had practiced astroprojeclion 
in the past. Some friends say there are 
rumors in the Ann Arbor occult crowd that 
his body may have been removed from his 
bedroom too soon — before he directed his 
soul to return. 


Others believe Antosczcyk found a better 


life and his soul decided to stay. 


"There's really no cxplanatjon except that 


he decided not to return to his body," said an 
astrologer friend called only Aceka. 


Antosczcyk entered his bedroom June 7 to 


meditate. When he had not emerged by June 
11, his roommate went into the room and 
found Antosczcyk lifeless on the bed. He 
called a doctor. 


Antosczcyk was pronounced dead on 


arrival at University Hospital. 


The Washtenaw County Health Department 


is interpreting autopsy results. An official 
said the investigation may take as long as 
two months. 


Dr. Robert C. Hendricks, a University 


Hospital pathologist, said if Antosczcyk was 
meditating, his body could have slowed down 
so much the heart stopped. If heart slowdown 
caused the death, Hendricks said, it would be 
impossible to determine in an autopsy. 


Aceka said Antosczcyk told him he was • 


hoping to establish astrocontact with an In- 
dian woman he had recently dreamed about. 


From Antosczcyk's astrological chart, 


Aceka believes death came Sunday morning. 
He said the body had already deteriorated 
when Antosczcyk was taken to the hospital 
Wednesday. 


"His horoscope was heavy with death and it 


predicted he would die traveling," said 
Aceka. 


Steven Lesse, an acquaintance who owns a 


store which deals in occult paraphernalia, 
said he believes Antosczcyk projected him- 
self into a better time and place and decided 
not to return to the present. 


"I think he decided not to come back 


because he found someplace nicer," Lesse 
said. 


Antosczcyk had been a yoga instructor at 


the Ann Arbor YM-YWCA for about two 
years, according to Associate Director Tom 
Huntzicker. 


"He was a very nice young man, polite and 


competent," Huntzicker said. "The circum- 
stances of his death make me wonder what 
happened."

An armored door of the other- 
wise modest suburban home 
was found ajar.

probably was known and trusted 
by the dapper Giancana, a con- 
sort of singer Phyllis McGuire 
and owner of gambling palaces 
in Havana before Fidel Castro's 
takeover in Cuba. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 


chairman of the committee 
probing the Central Intelligence 
'Agency, said he would give "no 
credence" to any speculation of 
CIA involvement in Giancana's 
death. 


The 'mobster was to appear 


before the committee next 
week. Some reports said he was 
involved in a CIA-backed plofto 
kill Castro. 


Church, noting Giancana was 


also set to testify before a 
federal grand jury in Chicago, 
speculated that, underworld 
figures may have decided to be 
certain he would keep silent.

Progress Hits U.S. Shrine

NEW HAVEN, Conn.' (AP) — 


Louis' Lunch, which claims to 
have served the first ham- 
burger, has closed its doors to 
make way for a modern nine- 
story complex of medical offices 
and shops. 


Kenneth Lassen, the owner, 


says his grandfather, Louis 
Lassen, invented the ham- 
burger and served it in the 12- 
by-18 foot snack shop starting in 
1917. 
' 


Regular customers and the 
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curious jammed Louis' Friday 
for a last ground beef burger — 
on toast and without ketchup. 


Louis', which depended on a 


neighboring building for its 
fourth wall, was popular with 
Yale University students and 
businessmen. There was room 
for only about 25 customers at a 
time and a line often formed 
outside on the corner of Temple 
and George streets. 


Lassen, who has fought since 


1965 to preserve Louis' at the 
current site or at another loca- 
tion he can afford, was optimis- 
tic he could save his business. 


"We still have a week, and 


miracles have happened in a 
week," said Lassen, who is 
known for his sideorders of 
homey philosophy and good na- 
tured insults. 


The land is owned by the 


city's redevelopment agency 
which first notified Lassen in 
December 1965 of its plans to 
develop the choice corner lot 
across from two department 
stores. 


The agency gave Lassen final 


notice Tuesday to vacate the 
building, designated a New- 
Haven landmark because of its 
association with the hamburger, 
by July 2. The city also has of- 
fered to store the small brick 
building for 60 days if Lassen 
finds a new location by Thurs- 
day.

Lassen says he plans to move 


out equipment and the wood 


benches this weekend. 


"Things look kind of cooked," 


he told a newsman. But he ad- 
ded, "I think this will be saved 
by someone who has a piece of 
land." 


Louis' got its start in 1895 as a 


Meadow Street lunch cart 
operated by Lassen's grand- 


father, a Danish immigrant. 
About the turn of the centuty, he 
began serving steak sand- 
wiches. 


Meat scraps from the steaks, 


cut up and cooked separately, 
were offered in a sandwich 
which the Lassens claim was 
the original hamburger.

Oh, Pleeze-Not A Foot In The Door! 


Governor Wallace's 
Unique Charisma 


For a man who likely would lose any 


Mr. America contest he might enter, 
George C. Wallace had developed a 
formula to counteract that purely per- 
sonal deficit which keeps his opposi- 
tion in a turmoil. 


He has dusted off a simple truism 


which so many in the business world 
overlook to their sorrow. It can be ex- 
tremely damaging to ignor what the 
competition is doing. It is absolutely 
fatal to spe.nd all of one's time 
watching what the other fellow is do- 
ing. The latter is what Ben Franklin, 
the first American to coin parables for 
the businessman, had in mind when he 
wrote, "Keep thy shop and they shop 
will keep thee." 
" The Alabama governor is not the 
first, nor the only politician to. display 
a skill in keeping other politicos 
guessing. He merely does it better. 


Last week -he delivered the keynote 


address to the National Federation of' 
'Independent Businessmen's annual 
Icpnvention in Washington. 
twThe speech sent waves through the 
Convention. It drew a press coverage 
;cbmparable to what a President au- 
tomatically commands by virtue of his 
office, what Teddy Kennedy can evoke • 
just by changing barbers, or what his 
sister-in-law, Jackie Bouvier Kennedy 
Onassis, draws by going on a shopping 
spree.. 


Wallace underscored two points. 
"I am going to b^ involved in 1976." 
Second, the middle class is in revolt 


against two enemies: "an elitist in- 
telligentsia" controlling the federal 
bureaucracy and the big city com- 
munications media; and those living 
_.off other people's money and refusing 
•to .work. 


His 
first 
comment 
has 
.the 


Republican 
and 
Democratic 


leadership turning to swamis to dis- 
cern what Wallace means by being in- 
volved. 
:.; The latest public opinion polls show 
that next to Kennedy he enjoys the 
rank and file preference for Presiden- 
tial nomination on the Democratic 
ticket. Companion surveys, indicate 
Wallace's overall appeal, without con- 


finement to party lines, is not expand- 
ing and perhaps may be shrinking 
somewhat. Still other polls hint 
strongly that a third party could 
emerge to the extinction of one or even 
both traditional rivals. 


There is a fourth survey, equally 


current and more emphatic than the 
first three; namely, most Americans 
feel their government and a host of 
private institutions are not telling it 
like it is. 
• Professionals in the two major par- 
ties react divergently to Wallace. 


The 
dominant 
opinion, 
that 


expressed in Democratic circles, is the 
theme of stop Wallace at any cost. 


The other cutting across fences is 


the worry over Wallace through a third 
party movement obsoleting all of 
•today's leadership. 


Most 
neatly, 
Wallace 
is 
ac- 


complishing what our businessman's . 
constant surveillance of his competitor 
down the street is guaranteed to bring 
about. 


While his record as the champion of 


the little guy is not supported by the 
facts shown in his administering 
Alabama's affairs, Wallace is con- 


.,, vincing the little guy that people over 


and under him are squeezing him to 
death. 


The public opinion polls are not 


taken yet squarely on this point. They 
dp, though, approach it from different 
directions. When read together they 
amount to the mathematician's boxing 
in an equation having a great number 
of unknown variables. 


This middle class sense of being 


pushed aside runs deep today. 


Sufficiently so, in our judgment, that 


only a companion doubt if Wallace is 
really hefty enough in his own right 
keeps the Alabama governor from be- 
ing handicapped as the probable 
winner next year. 


Wallace is not the only person 


qualified to interpret statistics. 


Opposing politicos have to posses the 


same insight or pass on to oblivion. 


So far, however, none of them has 


chosen to switch on the light under the 
crystal ball. 


The Congress Politics 
While The Voters Burn 


The supposedly "veto-proof" 94th 


Congress apparently thinks it is 
voter-proof, too. That at any rate is the 
impression one gets from remarks 
made by House majority leader 
Thomas P. "Tip" O'Neill the other 
day. 


"The flowers that bloom in the 


spring wither in the fall," chirruped 
the Massachusetts Democrat. Com- 
menting 
on 
President 
Ford's 


complaints about congressional dilly- 
dallying on energy and other matters, 
he promised that "beginning about 
next September, we'll take off on him. 
The economic woes of the nation are 
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going to fall on Jerry's shoulders." 


In other words, a heavily Democra- 


tic Congress, which on paper com- 
mands more than enough votes in both 
houses to pass almost any program it 
wishes, has chosen to fiddle around 
playing polities while any number of 
issues burn just so it can point the 
finger of blame at a Republican 
president. 


Heaven knows, Mr. Ford has invited 


plenty of criticism by such actions as 
vetoing the strip-mining bill and 
legislation to create 900,000 federally 
financed jobs and by his inflation- 


h fueling increase of the tariff on im- 


ported oil. But at least he is acting on 
the basis of what he believes should or 
should not be done in these areas and it 
is not as if Congress were helpless in 
the face of overweening presidential 
authority. 


Yet instead of girding itself to 


override the vetoes (at the risk of in- 
curring the onus if the nation's energy 
or unemployment problems remained 
intractible), or coming up with - 
legislation the President could accept, 
the Democrats seem to be congra- 
tulating themselves that the worse 
things get, the better they'll look.. 


Maybe all. this is an unfair reading of 


O'Neill's words. But if enough voters 
get the idea that that's what is going 
on 
down 
in. 
Washington, 
any 


Democratic hopes of cashing in at the 
polls next year at the expense of the 
President's party could evaporate as 
quickly as did the fears that a "veto- 
proof" Congress would ride roughshod 
over the executive.

In 1974 and 1975 Story again 


voted "yea" to both the in- 
troduction and passage of the 
annual ordinance setting forth 
these salaries. His wife was 
again the City Clerk of record.

working. 


"Section 4.3 No member of 


the Council shall vote on any 
question in which he had a 
financial interest, other than the 
common public interest, or on 
any question concerning his own 
conduct or his own appoint- 
ment, but on all other questions 
each member who is present 
shall vote when his name is 
called, unless excused by the 
unanimous 
consent 
of 
the 


remaining members present." 


"Section 5.13 No member of 


the City Council, or other of- 
ficer, 
shall 
be interested 


directly or indirectly in the 
profits of any contract, JOB, or 
work to be entered into or done 
for or on behalf of the City, or be

WASHINGTON - The drive 


on white collar crime has taken 
a massive, if shaky, step for- 
ward. 


Under an expanded definition 


developed by the courts, a com- 
pany president, for example, 
can be found personally guilty 
of a crime resulting from 
negligence by subordinates: 


— Even if he can prove he had 


no criminal intent ("The sta- 
tute ... dispenses with 'cons- 
ciousness of wrongdoing.'") 


— Even if he had ordered 


corrective action, but did not 
make certain action was taken. 
("It was enough ... that, by vir- 
tue of the relationship be bore to 
the corporation, the agent had 
the power to have prevented toe 
act complained of.") 


— Even if be had a system for 


checking on employes. In his 
summation to the,jury, one 
prosecutor successfully argued 
that the president of the com- 
pany involved had to be held 
responsible for the fact that his 
system wasn't working. 


That is, responsible company 


officials may be liable for 
prosecution and conviction even 
if they did not know anything 
was amiss. ("The liability of 
managerial officers ... (does) 
not depend on their knowledge 
of, or personal participation in, 
the act made criminal by the 
statute.") 


These points became clear in 


a 
recent 
Supreme 
Court 


decision and a reaffinnation of 
a 32-year-old decision. 


Thus far, the propositions 


noted above appear to be fully 
applicable only to instances of 
neglect 
where 
the 
public 


interest is seriously involved — 
primarily where the sanitary 
condition of food and its purity 
are the issue. 


But note that at a time courts 


are reducing the authority of 
company 
officials 
over 


employes, they are increasing 
the responsibility of company 
officials for the negligence of 
subordinates. 


The Supreme Court seems to 


recognize this when it says: 
"The requirements of foresight 
and vigilance imposed on res- 
ponsible corporate agents are 
beyond question demanding, 
and perhaps onerous, but they 
are no more stringent than the 
public has a right to expect of 
those who voluntarily assume 
positions 
of 
authority 
in 


business enterprises whose ser- 
vices an* products affect'the 
health and well-being of the 


, public... " 


It must be noted here that we 


are talking about the personal 
criminal liability ot a company 
president or other high com- 
pany, official -i. not the liability 
of a company. It has long-been 
established 
that 
company 


negligence subjects a firm to 
penalties. 
• ' 


In the immediate case at 


hand, the company had already 


.. acknowledged guilt, or rather 


negligence — unsanitary condi- 
tions, including rat droppings, 
in a major warehouse in which 
food for sale was stored. The 
punishment given the company 
president was light, a fine of ISO 
on each of five counts fora total 
of$250. 


But he could have been given 


a year's imprisonment and 
fined up to {1,000 on each count 
for this first offense. A second 
offense of negligence would be a 
felony and could subject the 
defendant to. three years in 
prison, 
$10,000 
fine 
and 


deprivation of important civil 
rights. 


This interpretation of law is a 


forceful return to personal res- 
ponsibility, it says in essence 
that no company -president or 
high official-can pass the buck 
downward or hide behind his 
company. 


Hardliners Worry\

One shrewd observer thinks 


that American 
conservative 


politicians are being damaged 
by what we might call the 
"LeMay Problem," and that 
this is frustrating the conserva- 
tive revival that on all other 
counts ought to be sweeping the 
country. 


In 1968, you will recall, 


George 
Wallace made 
the 


incredible political blunder of 
choosing former Air Force 
General Curtis LcMay as his 
Vice Presidential running mate. 
General LeMay, who had spent 
his life in the arcane world of 
big bombers, massive strikes, 
and megaton nuclear bombs, 
began to talk with hair-raising 
casualnessL about such things. It 
didn't make much difference, 
he said, whether you were killed 
with a pen knife or a hydrogen 
bomb. Radioactivity was over- 
rated. The atomic test area at 
Eniwetok was practically back 
to normal, except for a fejy 
"hot" land crabs. 


With the baleful appeance of 


LeMay, Wallace's campaign 
lost much of its momentum. 
The Wallace voters were against 
busing, pointy-head, and hip- 
pies — but what about this 
general who had come in from 
out of the cold brandishing 
hydrogen bombs? 


Earlier, in 1964, Barry Gold- 


water suffered in a similar way. 
It made people nervous when he 
talked about "lobbing one inho 
the Kremlin men's room." 


David B. Wilson, the house 


•conservative for the McGover- 
nitc Boston Globe, thinks that 
current conservative political 
leaders continue to have a 
"LeMay problem." Wilson's 
point is well worth attention. 


Just on the face of things, he 


argues, the American Right 
would seem to have a great deal 
going for it. 


People are fed up with a good 


many 
bloatejl 
Federal 


programs 
and 
they 
are 


thoroughly skeptical of the 
Federal government's ability to 
"solve problems." In the cities, 
to recall, an old phrase, the 
Federal government is more of- 
ten part of the problem rather 
than part ot the solution. Long-

accord with a general percep- 
tion: high taxes and inflation 
are cruelly squeezing the mid- 
dle class wage earner. 


As recent statistics make 


clear, the ability of middle class 
parents to send their children to 
college is actually declining. 
Federal bureaucrats' special 
solicitude for favored miniori- 
ties is widely resented. A vast 
gap exists between the values 
and ideals of the majority and 
the familiar attitudes of the 
liberals. 


"In these circumstances," 


writes David Wilson, "one 
might expect a conservative 
revival to be sweeping the 
country.

phenomenon is apparent. And 
the leadership of the Right 
seems reluctant to recognize the 
reason for its failure to exploit 
the situation. 


"Is that the American Right 


seems compulsively attached to 
the imperial view of this 
country's rote in the world. . .

conservative arguments are 
winning.

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Michigan Legal History Made In Berrien

The Berrien county prosecutor's office Friday made legal 


history in Michigan when it got the first conviction in the state 
under Michigan's new franchise investment act. An Ohio-based 
firm pleaded guilty in Berrien circuit court to placing an ad- 
vertisement in the Niles Daily Star without first filing a copy of 
the advertisement with the Michigan Department of Commerce 


— one of the requirements of the new act. 


It took slightly under two months from the time of the arrest 


by investigators from the Berrien Consumer Protection Unit 
until yesterday's conviction when Firestone Photographs, Inc., 
of Columbus, pleaded guilty before Judge William S. White. The 
prosecutor's office indicated the state attorney general's office 
docs not even expect to make an arrest under the new law until 
next week. 


Pleading guilty to the charge on behalf of Firestone Pho- 


tographs was Albert O'Ryan, executive vice president of the 
firm. Since it was the company which technically pleaded 
guilty, the stiffvst penalty is a fine of $10,000. A person convicted 
under the law, which went into effect Jan. 15, faces a maximum 
sentence of up to seven years in prison. The advertisement was 
placed in the Niles newspaper on April 9, and Consumer Pro- 
tection Unit investigators and Niles police made the arrest on 


April 24. Firestone Photographs allegedly offered to set up a 
system for distribution of pre-paid photograph mailers for an 
initial investment of $5,0011, according to Randy Arnt, CPU 
investigator. 


Arnt said any company which offers franchises in Michigan 


must file copies of advertisements with the state commerce 
department, and the act is intended to give consumers 
purchasing information before they purchase a franchise.

Moral Issues 
Trigger Turn 
To Religion

NEW YORK (AP)-Another 


Watergate figure has turned to 
specifically Christian work. It's 
a familiar symptom. The moral 
issues raised in the case have 
triggered turns to religion 
among several of those in- 
volved. 


In fact, it was the impact of 


church services that purpor- 
tedly sparked the initial break 
in the case. 


It has caused a lot of reas- 


sessments of motives and 
values among the participants, 
says former White House aide 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, who this 
week took a job in a nationwide 
Christian youth program. 


"I'm sure many of them are 


reviewing their goals," he said 
in an interview. 


Some of them have asserted 


new Christian commitments, 
including former White House 
plumber Egil "Bud" Krogh and 
one-time White House adviser 
Charles W. "Chuck" Colson. 
both of whom served prison 
time 
for 
Watergate 
in- 


volvements. 


John 
Ehrlichman, 
chief 


domestic adviser to resigned 
President Nixon and also con- 
victed 
in 
the 
Watergate 


coverup, says he now wants to 
work for "the well-being of 
others." 


Watergate break-in expert 


James McCord, who served four 
months in prison, said it was a 
sermon series in suburban 
Washington's 
Fourth 
Pres- 


byterian Church by its pastor, 
the Rev. Richard Halverson! 
that led him to write the 1973 
letter to Federal Judge John 
Sirica that first blew the lid on 
the case. 


The religious effects in the 


case are chronicled in a new 
book being issued bt Tyndale 
House, "Washington: Christians 
in the Corridors of Power," by 
James C. Hefley and Edward E. 
Plowman. 


Magruder, who spent seven 


months in prison for his part in 
the affair, is becoming a vice 
president of Young Life, an or- 
ganization 
working 
among 


unchurched teen-agers to bring 
them to Christian convictions 
and standards. 


"It does a tremendously ef- 


fective job in helping young 
people find a lifestyle as an al- 
ternative to the destructive pat- 
terns available today," he said. 
"It's a mission I feel is impor- 
tant." 


Magruder, 40, a United Pres- 


byterian, said he and his family 
always have been active in 


church, but-that as a result of 
Watergate", -his dedication to 
Christianity "is stronger." 


Anyone who has been through 


a "crisis stage" such as Water- 
gate inevitably reassesses his 
philosophy and objectives, he 
said, adding that in his own 
case, it was not simply Water- 
gate and prison but his whole 
life experience. 


Watergate was "just the last 


thing" in. the process that 
brought the changed goals, he 
said. 


"The typical success orienta- 


tion is to get to the top of the 
business or political ladder," he 
said, adding 'that he now is 
"more interested in relating to 
people and contributing to their 
welfare." 


Young Life, the organization 


he will serve as vice president 
in fields of administration and 
communication, 
has 


headquarters 
in 
Colorado 


Springs, 
Colo. It is non- 


denominational and runs about 
1,000 weekly youth clubs meet- 
ing weekly in 300 cities.

And I, even I, Arlaxerxes the king, do make a decree to all 
the treasurers which are beyond the river, that whatsoever 
Ezra the priest, the scribe of the law of 'the God of heaven, 
shall require of you, it be done speedily." (Ezra 7:13;21) 


Thus Ezra and all manner of people of Israel—singers, gate- 


keepers, priests, Levites, and Temple workers-departed for 
Jerusalem in the seventh year of the reign of King Artaxerxes.

An excitug new approach to 


the control of cancer is being 
tried at Stanford University in 
California. Tiny atomic par- 
ticles, called "pions," when 
shot at tumor cells kill them. 


The pions enter the cancer 


cells and produce 
a 
tiny 


explosion which disintegrates 
the cancer cells, and prevents 
their recurrence. 


Dr. Malcolm Bagshaw and his 


colleagues state that pion 
therapy should be available to 
humans in three to five years. It 
is expected to be three times as 
effective in killing tumor cells 
as X-ray treatments now in use. 
. The experimental studies are 
confined to animals but hold 
great promise.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - An

Friday he was pressured by the 
state Public Service Commis- 
sion chairman into recom- 
mending that Consumers Power 
Co. customers bear the costs of 
the natural gas reforming plant 
at Marysville. 


A. James Moil from Stanford 


Research Institute (SRI) of 
Menlo Park, Calif., said a 
request from PSC Chairman 
William Rosenberg that he 
include the recommenation in 
the report on Marysville was-"a 
suggestion. There was no pres- 
sure." 


Moll's response was to an As- 


sociated Press account.earlifir 


in the week of Moll's testimony 
in a Consumers Poyer Co. rate 
case. The AP story said Moll 
was-pressured by Rosenberg 
into including the recommen- 
dation in the study. 


"The Stanford Research Ins- 


titute takes strong exception to 
any allegation lhat pressure was 
used ... to make a recommen- 
dation in our report that Con- 
sumers Power Co. be allowed to 
include the full cost of its 
Marysvttle plant in its gas rate 
base," said a.statement issued 
by the institute. "Any such ac- 
cusation is totally without foun- 
dation." 


Including the cost of the plant 


in Consumers' rate base would 


mean the utility's customers 
would, pay for the facility. 


Moll testified, and the AP 


reported, that Rosenberg urged 
him on two occasions to include 
in the study Moll's recommen- 
dation that the utility's cus- 
tomers, 
rather 
than 
its 


stockholders, 
pay 
for 
the 


facility. 


Moll's recommendation was 


outside the scope of the study, 
but Moll agreed to include it 
anyway after Rosenberg urged 
him to do so. 


Moll testified that the ques- 


tion of the recommendation first 
arose March 21 in East Lansing 
when Rosenberg asked him at a 


private meeting whether he fel< 
the costs of Marysville should 
be included in the rate base. 


The other two members of the 


PSC, Lenton Sculthorp and 
William Rails, later criticized 
the recommendation, saying it 
should not have been included in 
the report. Sculthorp and 
Rosenberg are 
Republicans. 


Rails is a Democrat. 


"I did not feel pressured," 


said Moll. "It was his (Rosen- 
berg's) wish that we broaden 
the scope of the study. It was a 
simple 
request. 
Pressure 


implied some sort of action is 
going to be taken if we don't 
acquiesce. There was no pres- 
sure. It was our own recom- 


mendation." 


"As an independent, objective 


organization, SRI stands behind 
its study," said the institute's 
statement. "It would be unfor- 
tunate if this controversy over 


one recommendation would in 
any way cast doubt on our 
report, which is the only one of 
its kind made on this subject by 
an impartial outside consul- 
tant."

Schksinger, in a new warning 
to North Korea, says use of tac- 
tical nuclear weapons "would 
be carefully considered" in 
event of a new invasion of South 
Korea. 


Schlesinger underscored his 


. warning by acknowledging 
publicly that the United States 
has tactical nuclear weapons 
deployed in South Korea. 


"If circumstances were to 


require the use of tactical 
nuclear weapons ... I think that 
that would be carefully con- 
sidered," Schlesinger said at a 
news conference Friday. " 


He noted at the same time 


that "the ground forces balance 
in the Korean peninsula is not 
unsatisfactory," indicating he 
believes a North Korean attack 
could be repelled by conven- 
tional weapons. 


Schlesinger's warning to 


North Korea accompanied his 
disclosure that the Russians 
have started deploying three 
powerful' new types of inter- 
continental ballistic missiles, 
and that two of them carry 


multiple warheads which can be 
aimed at separate targets. 


The defense secretary also 


said recent long-range Soviet 
.missile tests into the Pacific in- 
dicate 
the 
Russians 
are 


improving the accuracy of their 
ICBMs, a key technology in 
.which the Russians are believed 
lo haw trailed the U.S. 


Pentagon officials are con- 


cerned the Russians may be in 
position by the early 1980s to 
threaten a first-strike surprise 
knockout of-U.S. missiles if the- 
Sonets deploy large numbers of 
big new missiles armed with 
thousands of accurate- and 
powerful nuclear warheads. 


Referring to Soviet progress 


in the past six months, 
Schlesinger said the Russians 
have deployed 50 SS19 missiles 
which hare been tested with six 
warheads apiece, ten SS17 mis- 
siles which carry four warheads 
and ten SS18 missiles with 
single warheads. 


The SS18 is Russia's largest 


ICBM, DWARFING THE U.S. 
Minuteman 
missile. 


Schlesinger said the recent 
Soviet Pacific tests involved at 


least seven warheads on a single 
SS18 missile. 


"We must anticipate that the 


SS18 may indeed be successfully 
deployed in the field on the 
basis of the tests to date," 
Schlesinger told newsmen. In- 
telligence experts have predict- 
ed combat readiness for the 
SS18 by late this year. 


Schlesinger's new warning to 


North Korea comes against the 
background of U.S. concern that 
the Communist government in 
Pyongyang might be tempted to 
test U.S. readiness to help 
defend South Korea in the wake 
of American failure in South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 


"I do not think it would be 


wise to test (American) reac- 
tions," Schlesinger said in 
words obviously aimed at North 
Korean leaders. 


Under 
questioning, 


Schlesinger said the United 
States would have to consider 
sending 
additional 
ground 


troops into South Korea if North 
Korea attacked and the South 
Korean army and the one U.S. 
Army division there now found 
themselves hard-pressed.

A backyard swimming pool 


is a place for swimming, but in 
most cases it is more than that. 
It is people and surroundings. 
Together, they make the pool 
an. excellent spot for gatherings 
of family and friends. 


To make it appear more than 


just a hole in the ground with 
water in it, a pool must have a 
setting, just as the attrac- 
tiveness of a house depends to 
a considerable degree on its 
landscaping. 


In planning a pool installa- 


tion, there are several ques- 
tions that must be answered. 
What kind of deck will best 
serve the area? What kind of 
landscaping will be needed as a 
windbreak and for decorative 
purposes? Should other fixtures 
be added, such as a dressing 
house or a sauna? Will the pa- 
tio area be separate from the 
pool or attached to it? 


The decking is a prime con- 


sideration, since nothing gives 
a "finished" look to a pool 
more than an attractive deck. 


Whatever material is select- 


ed, it must have nonskid 
qualities when wet. 


Checkpoints to consider arc 


the type of material and design 
used in the main house, the 
contour of the site, the lands- 
caping 
already present or 


planned, the degree of enter- 
taining intended," the distance 
from the house to the pool and 
the over-all aesthetic look 
desired. 


The material used for coping 


around the pool depends, to 
some extent, on the construc- 
tion of the pool, since the cop- 
ing ties in to the decking. Some 
possibilities are wood, bricks, 
flagstones, 
cast stone and 


poured concrete.

" Packaged vinyl liner pools 
come with a specially designed 
coping (Cas-Lock) that firmly 
secures the liner to the struc- 
tural walls and is compatable 
with any type of desired 
decking.

playroom. There are crayon 
marks on one of the.walls. I'm 
afraid to try to get them off for 
fear of making them worse.

A. — It shouldn't be much of a 


proble. First, wipe them with a 
soft, dry cloth. This will remove 
any of the excess crayon. Then 
clean with one of the household 
cleaning agents. Because the 
prefinishing is done at the fac- 
tory, the coating will be durable 
enough to withstand rubbing 
with the cleaning agent.

Man Drowns Attempting 
To Save Life Of Youth 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (AP)' - A 


27-year-old area man drowned 
Friday after he pulled a 14- 
year-old youth to safety from 
the Huron' River, Washtenaw 
County authorities report. 


The family of the dead man, 


Charles C. Shock said he "loved 
kids." His death was one of 
three county drownings which 
occurred within a six-hour 
period. 


Shock, who served in the. Navy 


and was believed to be a gcxxj 
swimmer, pulled Tom L. Sar- 
gent from the river near the 


Ann Arbor dam after the youth, 
who was'fishing from the bank, 
slipped into the water.

ming. Friends said he dipped 
beneath the water and was dead

Syrian Talks Enter Second Day 


By KENNETH J. FREED

WASHINGTON (AP) - Talks 


between 
Syrian 
Foreign 


Minister Abdcl Halim Khaddam 
and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger are moving into an 
unexpected second day in the 
search for progress in Middle 
East peace negotiations. 


The original schedule for 


Khaddam's visit called only for 
Friday meetings with Kissinger 
and President Ford. 


But two separate sessions 


with the secretary Friday and a 
75-minute White House discus- 
sion with Ford showed addi- 
tional talks were needed, a State 
Department official said.' 


He said Kissinger decided on 


today's breakfast meeting in 


order to obtain clarification of 
Syria's stand on some of the key 
issues outstanding between 
Israel and the Arab nations. 


The official would not give 


details, but it was understood 
Khaddam expressed reserva- 
tions that a new U.S. initiative 
to restart indirect talks between 
Israel and Egypt would leave 
his country isolated from the 
diplomatic process. 


The Syrian foreign minister 


also was described as concerned 
over the announcement by the 
Israeli 
Labor 
party, 
the 


dominant element of Israel's 
government, that Syrian terri- 
tory on the Golan Heights cap- 
tured in 1967 and 1973 would be 
annexed. 


Officials speaking on the 


record after Friday's meetings 
were vague about the discus- 
sions and pointedly refrained 
from mentioning progress. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen, for example, said 
only that Ford and Khaddam 
"exchanged views on the roads 
which might be followed in 
order to maintain momentum" 
toward a settlement. 


The President also asked the 


foreign minister to convey to his 
government 
the American 


"conviction that all parties in 
the Middle East do everything 
possible to avoid stagnation," 
Nessen said. 


Kissinger, for his part, told 


newsmen Friday that he and 
Khaddam "had a very cons- 
tructive review of the Middle 


East negotiations and the pros- 
pects of peace." 


However, the secretary twice 


stressed that the talks with 
Khaddam had "just started" 
and the process would have to 
be continued. 


This was something the Ford 


administration wanted to avoid. 
The President and Kissinger 
feel the time is near when 
progress must be made or the 
Middle East could drift into 
another war. 


Nessen made this concern 


clear when he said Ford told 
Kliaddam the United States is 
determined to make every effort 
to avoid a stalemate in the 
negotiating process. 


Once Khaddam returns to 


Damascus and reports back to 


Washington on his govern- 
ment's reaction, Ford vxi Kis- 
singer hope to complete their 
re-examination of U.S. Middle 
East policy. 


The major purpose of the 


review is to decide whether 
Kissinger should resume his ef- 
fort at moving step by step 
toward a partial Egyptian- 
Israeli settlement and then 
work on an over-all agreement 
that includes Syria.

defeated Virginia's 8-and-under 45-pound champion, Karl 
Zyteks, 184). 


She took her second match against Ross Smith of 


Rochester, 9-0. 


Tricia is wrestling in the 8-and-under category instead of 


the 9-year-old class because she was still 8 when enterics 
were determined. 


It appeared for awhile she would not be allowed to enter 


the competition. AAU rules prohibit females from par- 
ticipating in contact sports. 


But the girl's parents took the issue to court and in a 


preliminary ruling on Thursday, U.S. District Court Judge 
John Feikens made it clear that if tournament officials 
were to hold the event at a public institution, such as EMU, 
they would have to allow Tricia to wrestle. 


"She really enjoys the competition, that's why she's 


here," her jubilant father, James McNaughton said after 
her first match. "She's a very coachable kid. She's very 


strong^ and gymnastic and ballet classes have helped her 
coorkiination."

McNaughton, who in 1936 was the 105-pound state 


wrestling champion, said his daughter first became 
interested in wrestling when her two older brothers began 
competing. 


Tricia had little to say after her first match. She nodded 


agreement that she had wrestled a good match and that the 
tactics she employed were much the same as those she has 
used all year in accumulating a S8-8 record in her first year 
of competition. 


"She's tough" the father of her first opponent said after

producers to explore for new 
sources of oil. 


About three-fifths of U.S.- 


produced oil is now subject to 
price controls and is selling at 
about $5.25 a barrel. Other oil, 
including foreign oil, is selling 
at more than Sift a barrel. 


Nessen said Ford took what 


administrative action he could 
to reduce oil consumption by 
raising the import tariff on oil 
by S2 a barrel in two steps. In 
announcing that action last 
January', Ford said he'intended 
to raise the tariff a total of $3, 
but Nessen said Friday that 
Ford will not add the final 
dollar until he sees what the 
Senate does. 


The House passed the energy 


bill Thursday but only after 
deleting a three-cent to 23-cent 
increase in the gasoline tax, the 
key conservation section. 


Nessen said Ford still favors 


going ahead with exploring the 
continental shelf off the Atlantic 
coast for oil despite a report by 
government zoologists slashing 
their estimates of the amount of 
oil off the Atlantic coast by 80 
per cent. 


In another energy develop- 


ment, a Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration auditor said the 
agency is so intent on removing 
controls from oil prices that it 
has virtually ignored its enfor- 
cement responsibilities. 


The auditor, Paul Maloy, told 


a Senate subcommittee that the 
FEA's New England division 
has never collected penalties 
from firms that violate FEA 
regulations because the office 


_ has never received instructions 


from Washington on how penal- 
ties are to be assessed. 


Meanwhile, the FEA said in a 


report that foreign subsidiaries 
of some U.S. oil firms may have 
overcharged by $170 million the 
petroleum 
shipped 
to this 


country during the Arab oil 
boycott. 


The agency said it was in- 


forming the companies of its 
calculations and would make 
the notices public once replies 
have been received. 


The extra charges may have 


been levied unintentionally, but 
the parent companies still could 
be barred from passing them on 
in consumer prices and could be 
required to roll back prices or 
make refunds, the FEA said. 


The problem revolves around 


the "transfer p^rice" that the 
exporting subsidiary' charges 
the importing subsidiary. Such 
prices are not bound by U.S. 
price-control laws and any 
increase 
imposed 
overseas 


eventually could show up as a 
profit for the parent U.S. firm, 
with the cost being borne by the 
consumer.

India's Ruling Party Mulls 
Replacement For Gandhi 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 


India's ruling Congress party is 
facing severe strains as it con- 
templates the possibility of 
having to choose a new leader to 
succeed Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 


For the moment, there is 


outward unity as party workers 
at stite and national levels rally 
around Mrs. Gandhi, urging her 
to remain in office while ap- 
pealing her conviction by a 
regional 
court 
of 
having 


illegally won her seat in 
parliament in 1971. 


But 
party 
sources ack- 


nowledge that the unity could 
evaporate quickly if the nation's 
Supreme Court rules that she 
cannot remain as head of the 
government during the appeals 
stage, which is likely to take at 
least three months and possibly 
•longer. 


If the Supreme Court orders 


Mrs. Gandhi to resign as prime 
minister, the Congress party 
would elect a new leader for its 
parliamentary group. Under the 
Indian constitution, the*=»ew 
leader 
of 
the 
Congress 


parliamentarians would become 
the new prime minister. 


Such a Supreme Court ruling 


would mean that the Congress 
party would have to consider the 
question, "After Indira, who?" 


It is acknowledged that the 


answer would be as difficult to 
find as when a similar question 
— "After Nehru, who?" — was 
asked during the last years Mrs. 


Gandhi's father, Jawaharlal 
Nehru, was in power as prime 
minister. 


Like her father, Mrs. Gandhi 


has not groomed any successor 
or indicated whom she would 
prefer. 


If forced to step down from 


power while the Supreme Court 
hears her appeal, the prime 
minister conceivably could be 
asked by the party to designate 
an interim leader. 


But this possible solution has 


already been opposed by some 
followers of Food Minister Jag- 
jivan Ram, the most senior 
member in her-cabinet and an 
arch opponent of the close ties 
that Mrs. Gandhi has fostered 
with the pro-Moscow Com- 
munist party. 


Ram's followers feel that the 


prime minister might pick 
another cabinet minister or 
even a state political leader who 
would be less hostile to the 
leftwing faction of the party. 


That faction, led by party 


president D.K. Borooah, has 
dominated organizational af- 
fairs since Mrs. Gandhi forced a 
split in the Congress party five 
years ago, when she gained un- 
disputed supremacy. 


The party survived a key test 


of unity on June 18 when more 
than 500 Congress members of 
both houses of Parliament 
adopted a resolution proclaim- 
ing faith in Mrs. Gandhi and 
declaring that "her continued 
leadership as prime minister is 


indispensable for the nation." 


Significantly, Ram introduced 


the resolution with a strong 
speech supporting Mrs. Gandhi 
in her hour of crisis. 


But the resolution did not deal 


with the difficult issue — which 
congressmen hope will never 
come up — of what happens if 
the Supreme Court upholds her 
conviction and rules in effect 
that the country should get 
along without Mrs. Gandhi. 


Five 
leading 
dissident 


Congress 
members 
of 


Parliament stayed away from 
the meeting because they did' 
not accept the stand that Mrs. 
Gandhi's leadership is indis- 


pensable. One of the dissidents, 
former cabinet member Mohan 
Dharia, earlier called for her 
resignation. 


The next test for the party 


leadership will come when the 
Supreme Court holds a special 
hearing 
Monday 
on Mrs. 


Gandhi's request to be allowed 
to remain in office during the 
appeals process. 


If the court decides she cannot 


remain as prime minister dur- 
ing the appeals stage — there 
are precedents for such a ruling 
— then the Congress Party will 
face its most severe crisis since 
it came to power with indepen- 
dence in 1947.

'Time Bombs9 Walk The Streets

DETROIT (AP) - Since last 


; September, 152 persons — found 
innocent of a variety of crimes 
by reason of insanity — have 
been released from state cus- 
tody under the new "Michigan 
Mental Health Code. 


One county prosecutor calls 


;them "time bombs walking 
- around the streets that could go 
; -off at any time." In only nine 


•' 'months, authorities say their 


freedom has resulted in at least 
three murders and three rapes. 


Under new rules designed to 


protect the rights of the men-, 
tally ill, the 152 persons were 
released from state mental ins- 
titutions because it was not 
proven that they were insane. 


John McGee, who police say is 


an admitted professional killer, 
was accused of murder exactly 
one month after his release 
after police' found his wife 
stomped to death. 


Legislators are working to 


rewrite state law so that the 
public is protected from persons 
who walk the thin line between 
insanity 
and 
just 
plain 


criminality.

As interpreted in a landmark 


4-3 state Supreme Court ruling, 
the state's new mental health 
code requires court orders for 
all involuntary commitments — 
including those for people found 
innocent by reason of insanity. 


At Probate Court hearings, 


prosecutors must convince a 
jury that the patient continues 
to be mentaly ill and dangerous 
to himself or others. Otherwise 
they must be freed. 


In most cases, prosecutors 


have not even been able to scare 
up the certificates from two 
psychiatrists needed to force a 
hearing. 


Doctors at the state's Center 


for Forensic Psychiatry say 
many of their patients are 
dangerous and may be suffering 
from "personality disorders," 
but are not mentally ill and 
never were — despite what was 
decided at the criminal trial. 


State officials say 48 persons 


have been ordered committed 
by probate courts, 39. are on 
unauthorized leaves and 30 are 
being held for 60 days pending a 
determination of their mental 
condition. 


The 
landmark McQuillan 


ruling by the state Supreme 
Court has 
left prosecutors 


fighting tooth-and-nail against 
pleas of innocent by reason of 
insanity. They say they fear the 
defendants may be back on the 
streets in weeks. 


A shocking series of tragedies

McGee is the most dramatic 


example. Police say he admit- 
ted under a grant of immunity 
last year to fulfilling murder 
contracts on seven persons. 
Shortly afterwards he was found 
innocent by reason of insanity of 
second-degree murder and was 
sent to the Forensic Center. 


Though the judge in the case. 


says he thought McGee would be 
held "forever," he was released 
March 14 under the new code. 
Probate court jurors who heard 
the case agreed McGee was.; 
dangerous, but said prosecutors 
failed to prove he was insane. 


On April 14, Julian Ann 


McGee was killed. McGee was 
taken back into custody. 


George Lee was released in 


October, shortly after the 
McQuillan ruling. He had been 
found innocent by reason of in- 
sanity in a brutal sexual assault 
on a young female acquain- 
tance. 


In 
December, 
Lee was 


charged: with the slaying 'of aq 
elderly Flint couple. 


Ronald R. Manley of Detroit 


was charged in March with the 
rape of a pregnant woman and 
the rape and beating of another. 


He went free two months earlier 
after a year in custody following 
his verdict of innocent by reason 
of insanity in a 1972 rape. 


Abe Lincoln Jones of Flint 


was released from a state insti- 
tution by a probate court judge 
in December after more than a 
year of confinement following 
an innocent verdict in a car 
Iheft case. He was arrested in 
May and charged with forcible 
rape. 


But it was the McGee case 


that first gave headlines to the 
release of those found innocent 
by reason of insanity. His 
release came as a shock to 
prosecutors and psychiatrists. 


"Oh Christ. I can't think of 


many people that we've had 
here that are more dangerous 
than he is. But who am I to ar- 
gue with the wisdom of a jury?" 
exclaimed Dr. Ames Robcy, 
director of the forensic center. 


In the 1974 case against 


McGee, prosecutors agreed to 
McGee's insanity plea without 
forcing a trial. The judge who 
accepted the plea, Clarence 


Laster, said he thought he was 
sending MeGee to the forensic 
center "for a long, long time — 
forever." 


To Genesee County Prosecu- 


tor Robert Leonard, the lesson 
of the McGee case is to contest 
all insanity pleas. His office 
successfully fought two such 
cases recently in a burglary and 
a murder. 


"We've been able to show the 


testimony of the psychiatrists is 
highly suspect,'.' Leonard said. 
"You've got a guy who's killed 
one or two people and a 
psychiatrist comes in an talks to 
him for 30 minutes and declares 
him insa»e — the jury has to 
consider the credibility of that 
determination." 


Prosecutors in Wayne County, 


which includes Detroit, also are 
looking more closely at insanity 
pleas. 


"Before 
the 
McQuillan 


decision there was the assump- 
tion that people found innocent 
by reason of insanity would be 
kept off the streets and given 


treatment," 
said 
assistant 


prosecutor 
Charles 
Seller. 


"Now with the possibility of 
these people being released, we 
feel that determination (of in- 
sanity) has to be looked at more 
closely." 


Dr. Donald C. Smith, acting 


director of the state Mental 
Health Department, set up a 
blue ribbon commission to 
study the law. In a recent 
newsletter he urged citizens to 
recognize that mental illness is 
not a "lifetime problem" and 
that it is "illegal to confine a 
person in a state mental hospi- 
tal unless he is mentally ill." " 


Rep. Joyce Symons, who 


chairs the Mental Health Com- 
mittee of the Michigan House, is 
pushing legislation to make 
convictions of "mentally dis- 
turbed persons easier and to 
keep them in custody longer. 


Legislation passed by the 


House would allow juries to find 
a defendant guilty and mentally 
ill, opening the way to treat- 
ment administered through the 
corrections department. -

U-M's Business School was up 
last year from 11 per cent to 14 
per cent from 1973-1974 to 
1974-1975. Officials in the law, 
medical, dentistry and en- 
gineering schools also report 
the percentage of women was up 
two to three per cent. 


University records show that 


the percentage of women is 
highest in the School of Den- 
tistry, where women claim 25 
per cent of the total — up from 
23 per cent in 1973-1974. 


U-M officials cite two reasons 


for the increase: Federal pres- 
sure on the university to comply 
with 
affirmative • 
action 


programs, and a new attitude 
among women about the impor- 
tance of career opportunities. 
, "Women are thinking that 
whatever they want to do, they 
can do," says Eunice Burns, 
head of the U-M Commission for 
Women. "They want something 
different, not the same old 
sterotypical thing." 


Mrs. Burns says awareness is 


growing among admission of- 
ficials concerning the need to 
enroll more women. 


In 1973, women comprised 14 


per cent of the student body in 
U-M's School of Medicine. The 
percentage now is 17 per cent 
and increasing. 


Nationally, the number of 


women in medical schools is al- 
so up three per cent, from 15 per 
cent in 1973 to 18 per cent in 
1974. At U-M, female enrollment 
increased from 282 in 1973 to 330 
this past year. 


"I believe we're seeing a 


trend," said Colin Campbell, 
assistant dean of student affairs 
at the medical school. 


"In Russia more than 50 per- 


cent of the physicians 
are 


women. In other countries, such 
as Canada and Great Britian, 
there also are more women 
doctors than we have here," 
Campbell noted. 


Currently 300,568 women are 


doctors in the United States, S.3 
per cent of the total. 


The situation is similar in the 


nation's law school. Women 
increased 
their 
enrollment 


share from 15 to 19 per cent in 
the past year: At Michigan, the 
number of women in Law School 
rose from 185 in 1973 — 17 per 
cent of the total — to 229, 20 per 
cent. 


Women are "feeling they 


want to take power into their 
own hands, and law is a very

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Market 
Soars On 
A-Fuel

NEW YORK (AP) _ The 


stock market, bogged down in 
profit taking and economic un- 
certainty since early May, got 
rolling again this past week 
with a sharp and broadly based 
rally. 


The chief catalysts for the 


upsurge were evidence'of eas- 
ing inflation, renewed hopes for 
an improving economy, and 
talk from the White House of 
giving private industry a place 


' in the production of nuclear 


fuel. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials climbed 30.97 to 
855.44, moving within hailing 
distance of its 1975 closing high 
of 838.73 on May 14. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock 


index advanced 2.09 to 92.61, 
and 
the New York Stock 


Exchange composite index was 
up 1.20 to 49.39. 


Advances 
overpowered 


declines 1,234 to 55 among the 
2,027 issues changing hands on 
the NYSE. 


Big Board volume picked up 


speed, averaging 19.88 million 
shares a day compared with 
18.46 million the week before. 


The strong showing came 


despite some shock 
effects 


early in the week from Du 
Pont's forecast that its second- 
quarter earnings 
would be 


sharply lower than they were in 
the comparable period last 
year. 


As of midday Wednesday, the 


Dow showed a negative reading 
for the week before it began to 
pick up some forward momen- 
tum. 


When it did, brokers found 


several reasons — perhaps the 
most intriguing of which was 
the word from the White House 
that the Ford administration 
was considering proposing a 
bill to put future nuclear fuel 
production facilities 
in the 


hands of the private sector. 


The 
government 
would 


reportedly retain control of 
three existing facilities for 
enriching uranium, if the plan 
were enacted. 


By Friday morning, there 


were at least two other factors 
working for the market — the 
government's report that the 
rise of consumer prices slowed 
in May, and a Conference 
Board group's report suggest- 
ing that a marked economic 
recovery was in prospect for 
the next 18 months. 


In all, 305 Big Board stocks 


hit new 1975 highs, against only 
11 new lows. 


Prominent on the new-high 


list were electric 
utilities. 


Brokers cited several reasons 
for the strength in the group, 
but a number noted that it 
seemed to benefit particularly 
from the idea of the stimulus to 
nuclear power generation that 
private enrichment of uranium 
would most likely represent.

A. I'm sure you realize that 


you can't spread $1,000 among 
too many different issues — 
unless, of course, you decide to 
speculate by buying calls on 
stocks. 


For example: On the day your 


letter arrived A.T. & T. was 
selling for 49%. The purchase of 
100 shares would cost around 
$5,000. 


But if you believed Telephone 


would go above 50 any time 
before July 31, you could have 
bought a call on 100 shares for 
around $150. If Telephone 
climbed to 55 you would have 
gained $500 (less your original 
expenditure 
of 
$150). 
If 


Telephone didn't cross the 50 
mark you would lose your $150. 


That would be one way of 


spreading your $1,000 among six 
different stocks for a "play" of 
several weeks.

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A Look Behind 


\\lials in II for Is 
Whafs in It for Russia 


• What's in II For Man's Future in Space 


I 


t was early summer, 1969. Astro- 


naut Frank Borman. his wife and 
sons were winding up a Jour of 


Russia. During the long flight back to 
Moscow. Borman turned to his hosts. 
Soviet cosmonaut Ghermain Titov and 
Dr. Boris Petrov, chairman of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences Commit- 
tee on Manned Space Flight, and made 
a momentous proposal: that the U.S. 
and the USSR fly a manned mission 
together. 


In a way, Borman's trip through 


Russia (he was the first U.S. astronaut 
ever so honored) marked the end of 
the first decade of heated space com- 
petition. The Russians, after vowing to 
beat us to the moon, now knew they 
had lost, after the repeated lest failures 
of their giant moon rocket. What thev

did not know for sure was that the 
U.S. knew of the failures. The decks 
had already been cleared for Neil Arm- 
strong and Buzz Aldrin of Apollo 11 to 
perform the first manned landing two 
months later. Before leaving the United 
States. Borman had gotten the ap- 
proval of Henry Kissinger and the 
White House to approach the Russians. 
As commander of Apollo 8, Borman 
had led the U.S. team that daringly 
flew the first spacecraft to circle the 
moon six months ahead of schedule, 
when it looked as though the Russians 
were about to heat us. 


Borman felt then, as he does now. 


that cooperation in space might lead 
to detente on earth. After the initial 
agreements, the joint space flight, chris-- 
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tened ASTP—for Apollo-Soyuz Test 
Project—was approved. 


The flight has much in it for both 


nations. It enables NASA to fly an- 
other Apollo mission at minimal ex- 
pense—since the Saturn rocket and 
Apollo spacecraft are leftovers from 
the moon program—thus keeping 
launch teams and astronauts together 
for the forthcoming U.S. space shuttle 
in the late '70's and early 'SO's. The 
total cost to the U.S. is about S175.- 
000,000—of which some 525.000,000 
is for the docking module built by the 
U.S. that will link Soyuz and Apollo 
in orbit. By combining engineering 
ideas, a better docking adapter has 
been built than cither the U.S. or Rus- 
sia had before. The adapter makes res- 
cue a possibility, not just a pipe dream, 
should astronauts of any nation get 
trapped in orbit on future space flights. 


From the Russians'point of view, the 


flight soothes their feelings after hav- 
ing lost the lunar race. It enables them 
to convince the world that they're on a 
par with U.S. technology—which they 
are not. They're at least a decade be- 
hind in boosters and spacecraft. As for 
those who feel the U.S. is giving 
away technological secrets—nonsense! 
Apollo is 15-year-old technology. The 
Russians may gel some computer- 
software tricks, but nothing they could 
not have purchased overtly or covertly. 


The real triumph of ASTP is the 


spirit of cooperation that has risen 
above language and technological dif- 
ferences. The five crew members— 
U.S. commander Tom Stafford. 44. a 
veteran of three previous flights: rookie 
Vance Brand, 44: and Deke Slayton. 
51. one of the original seven Mercury 
astronauts—and the two-man Soviet 
crew—Col. Aleksei Lconov, 41. the 
world's first space walker in 1965: and 
his flight engineer. Valery Kubasov— 
have worked together for the past three 
years. The men have slaved four hours 
a day learning each other's language. 
Several times a year, the crews and 
scores of technicians from both nations

have trained at NASA's Johnson Space 
Center in Houston or at Star City. 25 
miles east of Moscow. 


The ASTP agreement was negoti- 


ated during the Soyuz 
11 disaster. 


That's when, you may remember, three 
cosmonauts died on reentry after 23 
days aboard the Salyut spaee station. 
U.S. skepticism grew about Soviet 
technical ability. But the Soviets solved 
the hatch-seal problem that had caused 
the tragedy and. to prove it. flew three 
unmanned and three manned (lights. 


The actual flight plan calls for Soyuz 


to be launched at 8:20 a.m. on Tues- 
day, July 15. followed at 3:50 p.m. by 
Apollo. Two days later. Apollo will 


pull up behind Soyuz and dock. Apollo 
carries the linking docking module be- 
neath it. where the lunar module used 
to be stored. Soyuz is the passive target 
and Apollo does the active engine 
"burns'' (the U.S. spacecraft carries 
far more maneuvering fuel and better 
radar). U.S. and Soviet ground sta- 
tions and control centers will be tied 
together around the world via the U.S. 
ATS-6 satellite, which will also relay 
hours of onboard television back to 
Russia and the U.S. 


The spacecraft will remain docked 


for two days, during which time the 
crews will visit each other's vehicle. 
One crewman from each nation will al- 


ways be aboard his own ship. The 
crews will perform five joint scientific 
experiments, and the Apollo crew will 
do 22 more alone. 


The joint in-flight rules are simple: 


The Russians will ahrays talk English 
to the Americans, the Americans will 
always speak Russian to the Soviets. 
Gauges and instruments on Apollo are 
labeled in both languages. 


Soviet obsession with secrecy nearly 


torpedoed the mission a few months 
ago. Tom Stafford had insisted that his 
crew see the Soviet rocket and the 
Soyuz spacecraft at Tyuratam. the Rus- 
sian Cape Canaveral. Since the Rus-

Wives in Space? What Apollo-Soyuz May Lead To... 


The U.S. and the USSR are already 


holding preliminary talks on possible 
follow-up missions. The avowed goal 
is possible joint manned flights in which 
America's space shuttle would ferry 
Soviet or joint crews up to the Soviet 
Salyut space station in the early 'SO's. 
Since the U.S. has no space station 
planned, the idea has some attraction. 
America's Skylab. still in orbit, might 
be revisited by a joint crew. More 
likely would be missions to an ad- 


vanced Soviet space station 


Prelude to the Impossible Jour- 


ney: The first logical planetary goal 
looks like Mars, depending on what 
America's two unmanned Viking space- 
craft find if they make it to the red 
planet next July 4. 


The manned mission to Mars would 


be longer, more dangerous and more 
expensive than any flight yet at- 
tempted: a two-year round-trip journey 
at the best current chemical-rocket 


speeds, traversing more than 500 mil- 
lion miles through space each way. So 
long and dangerous a flight would be 
likely to require a mixed crew of hus- 
band and wife astronauts, at least one 
of them a physician. Early thoughts 
call for a five or six person crew. Cost: 
The latest projection is so huge a figure 
that no single nation could afford it. 
The Mars mission, if ever deemed 
worthwhile, would have to be an inter 
national flight. 


refused on the grounds of military se- 
crecy. Stafford persisted, declaring, "If 
we don't see it, we don't fly it."' The 
Russians gave in. and in late April the 
U.S. primary and backup crews, with 
no cameras allowed, were taken 
through Tyuratam. (The Russians, by 
the way, have always called Tyuratam 
by the name of Baikonur, a small city 
135 miles away. They seemed to think 
this would throw the U.S. off about 
where their spaceport actually is. "In 
reality, via reconnaissance 
satellites 


and electronic wizardry, the U.S. has 
known about Tyuratam for 15 years.) 


When you sit inside the tiny Soyuz 


spacecraft, as this reporter did recently, 
you get a new appreciation of the cour^ 
age of Soviet pilots. It is cramped and, 
by U.S. standards, primitive in its con- 
trols. It works well most of the time, 
but the Russians have lost four men 
returning from orbit on two Soyuz 
flights. The U.S. has lost none. 


All things considered. Apollo is by 


far the more versatile and reliable 
spacecraft. But it vras built for the far 
more dangerous, complex lunar mis- 
sion, where no one could help if trou- 
ble developed. U.S. astronauts con- 
sider Soyuz more or less adequate 
for short earth-orbital missions, but 
they don't exactly get excited about 
launching in it. Ironically, the recent 
failure of Soyuz 18 was the best veri- 
fication of Soyuz safety. The launch 
booster failed to achieve orbital ve- 
locity and the Soyuz was aborted, using 
its escape tower. The crew landed 
safely 1,000 miles down range from 
Tyuratam and only a few hundred 
miles from China. Col. Anatoly Filip- 
chenko. the ASTP backup commander 
who flew the Soyuz 17 rehearsal mis- 
sion, told me at Star City that this was 
the first time the escape tower had 
been rested, and the Soviet cosmonauts 
were elated that it worked perfectly. 


Sitting on a shelf in Aleksei Leonov's 


apartment in Star City is a half-empty 
bottle of vodka that all five pilots of 
the ASTP mission drank from, sealed, 
and then signed their names on the 
label. That was at their farewell eve- 
ning together a few months ago—their 
last until they meet in space—and they 
vowed to finish the vodka after return- 
ing from the ASTP flight in late July. 


There may be problems on the mis- 


sion that no one can predict—but 
camaraderie and the desire to ram 
succeed will not be among them.

3. What a man's hair length tells you 
about him depends as much on your 
haircut as his. 
4. Nervousness or emotional conflict 
causes some people to literally "tear 
their hair." 


ANSWERS 


1. True. Investigators at Utah State 
University divided college men into 
two groups: those with hair above their 
shoulders and those with hair below 
their shoulders. All were subjected to 
a battery of standard personality tests. 
Marked differences in character, out- 
look and general attitude were found 
between the two groups. The hair- 
above-the-shoulders students were 
much more interested in the opinions 
and ideas of others, from whom they 
felt they could learn, and sought to 
profit by the examples of the success- 
ful and to avoid the mistakes of the 
failures. They were inclined to adjust 
and adapt to conditions rather than to 
rock the boat. Students in the hair- 
below-the-shoulders group "placed sig- 
nificantly greater value on indepen- 
dence, and significantly less value on 
conformity and recognition. They were 
somewhat isolated from others and not 
as strongly influenced by their author- 
ity." They were also disinterested in 
any rewards that might threaten or 
compromise their independence. 
2. True—according to psychological 
studies conducted by a team of inves- 
tigators on men and women students 
at two Midwestern colleges. Subjects 
were shown colored slides of male 
faces of various types. Each facial type 
was shown first with blond hair, next 
with dark, then as a redhead. Findings: 
Blonds scored the highest ratings in 
terms of such valued attributes as kind- 
ness, compassion and consideration for 
others. The same faces when depicted 
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with dark hair were judged superior in 
terms of being vigorous, tough-minded 
men of action. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, the redheaded models impressed 
the subjects less favorably than the 
blonds or brunets. 
3. True. A team of behavioral special- 
ists at the University of Arizona made 
an interesting psychological 
experi- 


ment. A long-haired subject was intro- 
duced to a class that included long- 
and short-haired students. They were 
told that "the examiners wished to 
study how people can 'infer,7 or esti- 
mate, patterns of behavioral traits and 
of abnormal behavior from very brief 
encounters . . . and that the subject— 
'Bill'—had volunteered to assist, since 
recently 'he spent, some time in a psy- 
chiatric ward.'" "Bill" read a brief 
neutral statement about himself and 
then was allowed to depart. He was 
then given a short haircut, and the 
experiment was conducted again with 
classes of long- and short-haired stu- 
dents. Results: The short-haired stu- 
dents rated the long-haired "Bill" as 
the sickest—the most likely to be schiz- 
ophrenic, anxiety-ridden, paranoid, etc. 
On the other hand, members of the 
classes with long hair judged the 
short-haired "Bill" the sickest. 
4. True. When feeling distraught or 
frustrated, some people will absently 
pluck hair after hair from their head 
without realizing what they are doing. 
Specialists in human behavior term this 
penchant for hair-plucking iricliotil- 
Jomania. It is almost like nail-biting. 
Methods of breaking the habit run a 
gamut that includes greasing the hair 
so the-person can't get a grip on it, of- 
fering rewards, etc. A psychological 
study at the University of Manitoba 
indicates that this hair-removing habit 
can be effectively coped with if the 
person is made acutely aware of what 
he is doing. This.was done by instruct- 
ing the subject to chart the number of 
hairs pulled daily for seven days, and 
to save them and place them in enve- 
lopes daily.

There is a new family of 
drugs, called prosta- 


• 
glandins(PG's),thatis 
astounding scientists. 
PG's are normally 
found in body tissues 
in minute amounts- 
there are different PG 
variants in different tissues. The body makes 
them from essential unsaturated fatty acids 
(arachidonic acid, linolenic acid, etc.) taken 
in the diet. Originally, PG's were separated 
from human and sheep seminal fluid. More 
recently they have been found in a marine coral. 
They're also produced by chemical synthesis. 
PG's also have opposing roles. Some dilate the 
bronchial tubes—useful in treating asthma; others 
constrict bronchial tubes and may cause an asth- 
matic attack 
The only PG presently autho- 


rized for use in the U.S. by the FDA is one that is 
being used to hasten labor and also to terminate 
pregnancy.... But other PG's are being used 
experimentally to increase blood flow in the 
lungs; to lower blood pressure; to stimulate the 
adrenal glands to produce natural cortisone or

mones. Other PG's can inhibit secretion of acid 
stomach juices (useful in treating stomach ulcer).

What Is 
"Image Eating"? 
"Image eating" is a 
new dieting trick that's \ 
getting popular among 
TV celebrities. In 
image eating, a doctor 
asks his overweight 
patient to imagine herself in a bikini. While she's 
still shuddering, he asks her to imagine eating 
a slimming meal: cottage cheese salad with fruit, 
for instance—tasty enough, yet the kind ot meal 
that can slim her down. Then he asks her to see 
herself wearing a whole new wardrobe two sizes 
smaller than her present one. In technical terms, 
this is called covert conditioning: You're repelled 
by the "old" fat you, and you identify slim, two- 
sizes-smaller you with the tasty-enough meal. 
Many researchers say that deliberately stopping 
before lunch and dinner and projecting these 
images is ideal. You flinch from the "old" you, 
and you identify the "new" you with the lower- 
calorie meal. Gradually, you achieve a new 
eating pattern. Some good low-calorie lunches 
to practice with image eating: shrimp salad with 
lemon; hard-boiled eggs with paprika, on lettuce; 
broiled fish with parsley and lemon, green salad.

In the 
experiments, volunteers were given photographs 
of attractive, average and below-average men 
and women. They were asked to judge how kind, 
generous, serious, stable, interesting, sincere, 
sexually warm, outgoing, sociable, etc., each of 
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the people was. In another test, they were asked 
to judge their friendliness, enthusiasm, social 
poise and trustworthiness. In all cases, people 
forgot about beauty being skin deep and decided 
that good looks probably meant good personality

What It Takes to 
Succeed as a 
Secretary 
Many people become 
secretaries. Some are 
happy and successful 
in their work, while 
others who are just as 
intelligent are restless 
and dissatisfied. Why? The Johnson O'Connor 
Research Foundation, a nonprofit group that has 
tested half a million people for job aptitudes 
since 1922, says it's not just a matter of ''making 


up your mind to succeed," it's also a matter 
of your natural abilities and your basic person- 
ality. A good secretary needs clerical ability, 
a natural ease in dealing with paper work, figures 
and symbols, as well as high finger dexterity. 
Without the clerical ability she/he makes 
mistakes, falls behind, daydreams, is just plain 
unhappy. Without finger dexterity, a secretary 
never masters the skills well enough to enjoy the 
work. Moreover, clerical workers and private 
secretaries need two different personalities. 
To spend hours typing, doing accounts, running 
machines or other solitary work, clerical workers 
need a "subjective" personality that makes them 
enjoy concentrating on the task at hand rather 
than working with people. A private secretary 
needs to enjoy dealing with people. A secretary 
also needs inductive reasoning talent—the 
ability to form a logical conclusion from 
scattered facts. The qualities that interfere with 
being a good secretary are: high creativity, a tal- 
ent for thinking in three dimensions, an ability to 
think ahead and foresee situations, plus a strong 
inner drive to succeed.—By S. R. Bedford

What a Deaf-Blind Man Can Teach 
Us About Emotion 


Deaf-blind Dick Kinney "talks" with author Lyle M. Crist, who has written a biography of Kinney 
entitled "Through the Rain and Rainbow" (Abingdon Press, $5.95). 


"The deaf-blind want to perceive as much as you do. 


They don't want a cold, metallic message when emotion 


is involved. When you laugh, you move your body a 


bit, don't you? Aren't you agitated in a hearty laugh?"

laughed. My friend Dick Kinney 


had made a witty, humorous com- 
ment and I laughed. 


Then I tapped him on the wrist, 


moved my fingers to a small machine 
resembling a portable typewriter, and 
slowly punched the keys "H-A, H-A." 


I assumed there was no better way 


to respond. Dick Kinney is totally deaf 
and totally blind: the machine is the 
TellaTouch, a wonder aid for the deaf- 
blind, devised by the American Foun- 
dation for the Blind. By spelling out 
my laughter on the keys, I knew Dick 
received the impression in momentary 


inrusts of Braille dot patterns against 
the tip of his forefinger, placed on the 
other side of the TellaTouch. 


He chuckled over my "H-A. H-A"' 


message, hut in that moment his ex- 
pression betrayed a lesson I had yet to 
learn about the full meaning of com- 
munication among all of us. 


Wonderful as it is. the TellaTouch 


was inadequate that morning, and the 
lesson from the incident goes far be- 
yond the interview. I was in Dick Kin- 
ney's home in Winnetka, III., gathering 
material for the biography of this re- 
markable man. Blind at age seven, be- 


coming deaf during his sophomore 
year in college, he lived in a vacuum 
without a clear sense of purpose for 
nearly a decade before Helen Keller 
and a host of interested agencies as- 
sisted his return to studies at Mount 
Union College in Ohio, using specially 
trained student-associates to communi- 
cate classroom lectures to him. 


In 1954 he became only the third 


deaf-blind person in history to earn a 
college degree. Helen Keller was the 
first: Robert Smithdas of St. Johns Uni- 
versity, the second. Today Kinney is 
president of the Hadley Correspond- 
ence School for the Blind in Winnetka, 
supervising its far-ranging curriculum, 
handling all fund raising, overseeing 
public relations, leading its many per- 
sonal contacts with more than 4,000 
students (a scattering of them deaf- 
blind) over the world. 


His book, "Independent Living 


Without Sight and Hearing," is the 
text for a unique course for the deaf- 


blind, taught now by Geraldine Law- 
horn, an equally remarkable black 
woman on Chicago's South Side. She, 
too. is deaf and blind. 


Reading some of Kinney's comments 


on communication several weeks after 
the interview. I found that he was 
cautioning those in the families of deaf- 
blind persons to avoid using the Telia- 
Touch when conveying emotion. To 
respond to a deaf-blind person's witty 
comment or joke simply with a "H-A, 
H-A" on the machine was "inade- 
quate." "It is cold," he had written. 


Well! On my next trip to Winnetka 


for material for the biography, I re- 
minded Dick of my boner—I had re- 
lied on the TellaTouch for my laughter. 
And he remembered. "But after all, 
Lyle. any machine is too mechanical 
for real emotion. When you say some- 
thing funny, don't you want a genu- 
inely emotional reaction?" 


I tapped his wrist. 
"And don't you want to see a smile 


and hear a good, hearty laugh?" 


Another single tap. 
"Why?" 
"To assure me that I've really said 


something considered funny." This 
time on the TellaTouch. 


"Exactly- And those are the two ex- 


periences that I can't have—not in the 
same manner you can." 


"What's to be done then?" The me- 


chanical message seemed so logical. 


He was emphatic. "The deaf-blind 


want to perceive as much as you do. 
They don't want a cold, metallic mes- 
sage when emotion is involved. When 
you laugh, you move your body a bit. 
don't you',1 Aren't you agitated in 
a hearty laugh?" 


My single tap on his wrist again 


meant "Yes." 


Dick smiled. "Then agiiale yourself! 


If you're agitated, come up to me, right 
next to me, agitate your arm against 
mine; take your arms and run them up 
and down my arms. Be agitated. In 
other words, do something that I can 
perceive directly, on the strength of the 
sensory perceptions I do have. Give me 
a sensory clue and I'll reach my own 
judgment about what's going on!" 


He added, with his own brand of 


humor once again, ''Why. if you do 
that. I will know that one of two things

has happened: Either I've said some- 
thing very funny—or you have a bad 
case of the palsy!" 


And he will have learned of the re- 


action himself, on the strength of his 
own senses. That is what is most im- 
portant. 


This is the man who, at the age of 


37, fell in love with a blind girl. "It 
was a case of love at first touch!" The 
same genuine, open emotion led to 
their marriage, their child. And the 
same genuine sense of dominion has 
enabled him to go on after Evelyn's 
death just three years after their 
wedding. 


Today, Dick Kinney tells me that 


most deaf-blind persons, perhaps one 
in every 20.000 in our nation, are those 
of later years who, deprived of one 
sense earlier in life, lose the second 
after years of home, family, career. 
When the vacuum world of deaf-blind- 
ness overtakes them, they are too old 
to go to school again, they feel too set 


in their ways to explore new patterns 
of learning. 


As a result, they retreat to the secu- 


rity of a living room chair, live out 
their lives in retreat. Kinney's course 
by correspondence—for both the deaf- 
blind and their families—puts them 
back in the mainstream again. And 
communication is the key element. 


The TellaTouch and Braille are tre- 


mendous aids, but part of the oppor- 
tunity lies with the families and friends 
of deaf-blind persons. We can learn 
too. Learn to adapt our responses to 
the perceptions that remain. 


I've been more free in displaying 


emotion since that second interview 
with Dick Kinney. There are other les- 
sons to be learned, but communication 
has always been a two-way process. All 
Dick Kinney wants is for the deaf- 
blind person to have his rightful share 
through the open, natural use of touch.

Medich, who 


is 6-5 and 235 pounds, is one of the tallest 
and strongest pitchers in baseball. 
Medical training has given him such self- 
discipline that he seems completely 
unemotional even during the tensest mo- 
ments of a game. "I get tired up, all right, 
but I keep my feelings all inside and never 
let them show."... Medich expects his 
baseball experience to help him in his 
future profession. He plans to specialize in 
orthopedics and will probably do a great 
deal of surgery on athletes who break their 
legs or smash their kneecaps. "I have a 
great deal of respect for the general prac- 
titioner, but I want to be more than that," 
he says, "—just like I want to be more 
than just a pretty good pitcher.".. -The 
26-year-old pitcher married the former 
Donna Creekmore five years ago and has 
a two-year-old child. He says he never 
intends to become a fringe player in base- 
ball. "If I can't continue as a frontline 
member of a major-league team, I'll leave 
the sport and devote all my time to 
medicine," he says.
